+ Captain Daniels, the master of 
the Jervis Bay, in evidence, stated 
that, wireless messages were sent 
from the ship for several: reasons, 
one of the principal of which was 
the extreme nervousness of: the 
passengers. 

. He -denounced the imputation 
that the crew waa involved in the 
disturbances as ‘wicked. 


Ship Steering Threatened. , 


Captain Daniel explained that; 
he. firat wirelessed for immediate 
aysistance when the stowawnys 
set fire to the mattresses ‘and 
volumes of smoke were issuing 
through the ventilators of the 
room in which they were belng 
held prisoner, and he did so be- 
cause the electric cables, vital to 
the steering of the'ship, ran near 
‘the room, : y 

If they were severtéd by tha fire, 
or if the stowaways smashed the 
connexions with the © crowbar in 
thelr pdssession, ‘the. ship would 
have been adrift.’ He stated 
emphatically that’ no member. of 
the crew was involved. 


Oil Fuel Tank Danger. 


Another officer stated in further 
explanation of the alarm on board, 
that a large, ojl-fuel’ tahk — was 
situate just bencath the room in 
which the stowaways were confin- 
ed, Jf that had.daken fire, which 
was possible, there would have 
been little hope for the Jervis Bay, 

After a two hours’ sitting the 
Jervis Bay stowaways wére found 
guilty on four counts, and not, 
guilty on the charge of arson. 

The Magistrate expressed a 
doubt as to whether the desperate 
men really Intended to destroy the 
vessel. , 


Heavy Sentences, 


Each was sentenced to five and 
a ‘half months’ rigorous imprison- 
ment. + : 
The liner arrived at Colombo 
only this morning, and: the passen- 
gers were not allowed: to land. A

diately and. when the plans -have 
been approved ‘the work of build- 
ing tho new hospital, which has 
been subject to much delay, -will 
be commenced. 


The site on:Mount Kellet fs an 

admirable one, having an area of 
about: 50,000 ‘square feet. . It 
adjoins Mount Kellett Road’ and a 
new motor road will be built axpb- 
ably from Jardine’s Corner to give 
approach to Ithe Hospital. 
The sketch plans as preliminari-

Early History, 


“It may be recalled that up to 
1921 there was,a considerable 
divergence of opinion as: to what 
form tho Colony’s War .Memortal 
should take. In, March, 1921, St 
was decided Ito erect 1 memorial 
modelléd as closely as: poasible to 
the Cenotaph in Whitehall, , This 
was eventually unveiled in 1928, 

Later in 1921 the idea of a 
Memorial Nursing Home or Hos- 
pital was, mooted and energetically 
ly supported by the Jate Sir Paul 
Chater and ¢he War Memorial 
Committee. In October, 1921, Sir 
Reginald Stubbs promised to re- 
commend the Council to provide a 
site for such a hospital and to sub- 
scribe u sum of $200,000.—This 
was eventually paid and the fund 
for the erection of a Nursing Home 
was further augmented in’ 1922 by 
contributions from the estate of 
the late Granville Sharp. 


Stubbs Road Site. 


The Government offered a site 
on Stubbs Road: which was duly 
accepted, and at a meeting of sub- 
scribers.on April 16, 1923, the late 
Sir Paul Chater outlined the 
scheme and invited subscriptions, 


Work was commenced on_the 
site and at a meeting of the Com- 
mittee on December 18, 1924, it 
was reported that the levelling of 
the site had been finished. 

At a further meeting on May 1, 
1925, the plans and tenders which 
had been called for were discuasr 
ed. It was decided that the funds 
in hand were inaufficient to com- 
mence the building 98 designed, 
and -that the position should be 
advised to the late Sir C, P. Chater 
who had ‘shortly’ before proceeded

Repainting a Bath. 


SOME: USEFUL HINTS. 


Is your bath looking rather dull 
and ugly? Why not ‘repaint it 
and make it look bright and beat- 
tiful? fat Po ; 

For an nvernge size bath you 
will require one: pint tin of white 
underconting paint and one pint 
ttn of white bath enamel. A: two 
Inch paint brush is the’ best size,
